To 
vitiate this agreement it was necessary 
not only to commence ejectment pro- 
ceedings, but to sue to set aside the 
deed and quiet title, as well The 
ejectment suit was followed by 
Dysart's voluntary removal and all 
cloud on the title was cleared when the 
ease was pushed to judgment and 
Mrs. Williamson won. 

DYSART’S DEFENSE. 

Dysert and Gunn yesterday tasued a 
statement for their client, Dysart, in 
which they say: 

“That threats of criminal prose- 


cutions and grand jury investigations 


are being resorted to by the persons; of 


Dywart has been dealing with for the 
purpose of coercing him to a settie- 
ment of mere civil controversies in- 
volving real estate transactions. 
“That 8. F. Owen of Océan Park 
Heights sold some real estate to Mr. 


Dysart for $8000 and he paid him for last 


the same by a check for $1780 and 
seventeen notes for $362 each, pay- 
able monthly, drawing 8 per cent. in- 
terest, and secured by a valid chattel 
mortgage on fixtures and furnishings 
in a hotel in Alberta, Can.; and by a 
valid first real estate mortgage upon 
the three lots on which aid hotel is 
situated and nineteen additional lots 
in the city of Calgary, Alberta. Mr. 
Owen never cashed this check, ‘or 
did he demand payment on the notes, 
but Mr. Dysart tendered him the 
amount of the check in gold coin, 
which he refused to accept. The 
notes are secured by at least $18,000 
worth of glear real estate and per- 
sonal property, in addition to which 
the makers of the notes were finan- 
clally solvent. The notes were collec- 
tible, if they had been presented for 
payment instead of holding the same 
pending civil litigation to cancel and 
set aside the sale. Mr. Owen has 
in his employ three separate and dis- 
tinct firms of able attorneys, has filed 
two separate and different complaints 
under oath. His deposition and that 
of his wife have been taken, signed 
and sworn to, from which it is seif- 
evident that they are keen, alert, 
wide-awake people and understand 
the points of advantage in business 
transactions. The deposition of the 
notary has been taken, signed and 
sworn to, showing conclusively and 
positively that no mortgage was 
signed, executed or delivered to him 
or even spoken of and that Mr. Owen 
instructed him to place the deed on 
record immediately, which he did, 
and Mr. Dysart thereupon became 1 
the owner and had the right to and 
did borrow money and place a mort-| * 
gage and trust deed upon the same. 
This suit is set for trial. Mr. Dysart 
and the other defendants voluntarily 
entering their appearance in writing 
in the case, showing their willingness 
to submit the matter to the court, 
where the charges made against him 
cannot and will not be proven.

liquor, regardless of where the same 
is delivered.

THE BUYER 


OF BARGAINS.

A few weeks ago they had a bad |“ 


epaam in the London stock market 
Big speculators, badly overloaded, 


Bond dealers, discouraged by the zall- 
ure of some of the newer loans, dia 
the same thing with bonda For «a 
day or so it looked like the beginning 
of a really panicky market. 

Then the small investor stepped in. 
It has often been sald that the real 
investor is the man who attends to his 
business first and attends to his in- 
vestments afterwards; for the money 

ich he puts into investments, he 

es out of business. The English 
middle class had been piling up 
money for quite a while, all 
the people felt uncertain as to the 
outcome of the war in Burope and 
as to the results of a many dis- 
turbances going on roughout the 
world. Yet even in this atmosphere 
of uncertainty, they did not lose their 
perspective. The investors of this 
class are usually well acquainted with 
two or three good stocks or bonds, 
as the case may be, and are perfectly 
willing to buy these securities at cer- 
tain prices under almost any circum- 
stances, 

When the speculative decline in the 
London market took place, prices 
were marked down to figures at which 
these investors could hardly help but 
buy. Their orders began to dribbdie 
in, and then flow into the market. 
The brokers whe had hardly had any 


orders at all on their books found =. 


themselves rushed with work, picking 
up odd lots of stock and a few bonds 
at a time, for customers whose name 
had not been on their books in 
months or in years. 

These little investors were not 
troubled by speculative considerations 
The dig merchant im securities bor- 
rows money to buy. Therefore, he 
has to watch the money rates very 
carefully as he does not want to buy 
at a time when he is not sure what 
he will have to pay for the money in 
the next six months or a year. No 
such circumstances bother the true 
investor, because he does not borrow 
the money to make investments, but 
he takes it out of the bank or out 


of hoarding, or out of one form of 


investment to put it inte another. 
Therefore, the great cause of fear 
which deters the speculator and the 
dealer in securities from buying at a 
time of uncertainty does not bother 


the little Investor at all and he comes 


in to buy when the professional buy- 
ers have withdrawn from the market. 

In all probability there has been «6 
great deal of the same kind of buy- 
ing in American markets; but it is 
more difficult to trace it because it 
has been apparently entirely over- 
shadowed by professional dealings. In 
this country the bargain buyers are 


| just the same kind of people, using 


Just the same kind of money as the 

markets or the German mar- 
kets. A business man, earning a com- 
fortble surplus every year from his 
business, figures that he will buy «a 
certain stock or a certain bond, at a 
certain price, perhaps well below the 
average for that particular security. 
When he sees it selling down to that 
price which he hag set in his mind 
where it is cheap. he wants to buy. 


He casts about to find how much loose 


money he has for investment, or how, 
perhaps, he can make a trade and so 


take advantage of what he considers 


a cheap price for a good security. 
This kind of buying has undoubtedly 
been going on for a while in the sum 
mer market in Wall street. 
Unfortunately for Wall street, how- 
ever, there are a good many infiu- 
ences. that tend to stop, or deter, this 
buying et the present time New 
tion, both in the States and at 
Washington, a new agitation «anddenly 
ringing up with regard to this rail- 
4 or that industrial, have fright- 
ened a good many people, who ordi- 
narily would have been buyers of 


stocks and bonds at the prices of June 


and early July. A frightened buyer 
is never a good buyer of securities; 
for if a buyer does not buy with con- 
fidence he should not buy at all, be- 
cause hig purchase will be almost in- 
evitably unsatisfactory to him, and 
he will be uneasy about it when he 
should he perfectly at ease. The feel- 
ing that a man should have to become 
an investor in a disturbed and almost 
panicky market ts the feeling that a 
certain stock is so good intrinsically 
that when it is taken up and paid for 
it can hie in a safe deposit box 
through the wildest panic and never 
cause a moment's uneasiness.

The women, interested in 
the fate of girl and — — 
let it be known that in working for 
their own sex they were doing much 
to alleviate conditions as regards 
young boys. Mrs. Mary Garrett, tn 
an address brimming with holpful 
suggestions, told the visitors that they 
were not invited there merely to see, 
to eat and to go away and do rothing. 
She strongly advocated the “Big Sis- 
ter” movement in Los Angeles and de- 
clared that education is the only hope 
of those who would leasen the ravages 
of crime. 

Mrs. H. H. Rose, with discrimina- 
tion which revealed her close know!l- 
edge of the work of the women of the 
city, exercised her prerogative as toast- 
mistress and called upon speakers 
whose words had in them much that 
is helpful, much that will tend toward 
bettering of jail conditions if put into 
execution. Mra. Frank Waters, with 
a knowledge gained through close as- 
sociation with prison reform work, 
gave concrete examples of the things 


that tend to fill the jails and prisons| 


of the country with boys and giris 
who, under other environments, would 
be useful citizens. “Each woman,” 
she declared, “is more powerful than 
any stick of dynamite, and if her en- 
ergies be directed in the right way 
there is virtually no limit to her power 
for good. We who have been tong in 
the work are hoping for the time 
when, instead of jails, we shall have 
hospitals for the treatment of those 
whom we believe to be menta''y il.” 

Mrs. Elizabeth Baker Bohan, Mrs. 
D. Chambers McCan, Mrs. L. A. Gould, 
Policewomen Gilbert and Wells and 
Mrs. E. Wolfe all spoke. 

The visitors were conducted through 
the jail from cellar to roof. The re- 
modeled quarters received much com- 
mendation from those familiar with 
conditions in other cities where there 
is much to deplore. Sanitary condi- 
tions, plenty of light and an abeence 
of many objectionable features usu- 
ally found in penal institutions was a 
source of many congratulations for 
the Chief and his men in charge of the 
prison. 

The Mayor, who appeared just as 
the women were sitting down to the 
informal luncheon, was greeted with 
cheers by the visitors. The city’s 
chief exeoutive repsonded with a 
brief history of the effort to make the 
City Jail less like a prison and com- 
mended the women for the interest 
they are taking in public affairs. The 
Chief also thanked the women for 
their attendance. 

Following the luncheon the visitors 
were conducted about the Centra’ Sta- 
tion and everything of interest from 
the identification bureau to the prop- 
erty room was shown them. The kitch- 
en where food is prepared for the pris- 
oners aroused the interest of the 
women, most of them avowing them- 
selves housekeepers, who appreciated 
the conditions under which the food

Riverside Man Has Head Crushed 

at San Jacinto Saw Mill and Dies 

Shortly Afterward.
